WASHINGTON, June 30—The navy depart- 


ment has received a cablegram from Captain Wilde 
of the battleship Oregon, dated at Chefoo yesterday 
confirming the report that his ship is aground 50 
miles from Taku. 
The Iris and another relief ship 


are now with her. 


Captain Wilde of the Oregon further cables: 


"Anchored yesterday in dense fo? in 17 fathoms of 
water three miles south of How Ke light in gulf of 
Pe Chi Le. 


"1 sounded and at least water was 15* fathoms. 


The weather was clear. 


"Got under way and struck pinnacle rock. Much 


water was shipped in forward compartment. Per- 
fectly smooth sea. 


"Shall charter a steamer if possible at Chefoo 


and lighten ship. 


"The rock is through the side above the double, 


'bottom about the frame bottom and about frame 19. 


"There are small holes through the bottom."

Belief That Oblnese Official! are Play- 


Ing a Doable Game 


London, 
June 
30—Uncertainty re- 


mains the keynote of the situation in 
China. 


Well informed quarters continue to 


believe the legations are still at Pekin, 
feut authentic information is lacking. 


The dispatches tend to create the im- 


pression that the Chinese authorities 
are playing a double game, simultan- 
eously 
promulgating -public edicts 


against the Boxers and sending secret 
orders to the viceroys to disobey the 
command to suppress the outbreak. 


Shanghai notes the increasing signs 


of the general spread of the rebellion 
in the southern provinces, but the local 
feeling of alarm is subsiding. 


That city also reports that a serious 


uprising confronts the Japanese troops 
in the island of Fomosa. Japan is sat- 
isfied it has been organized from 
China. 


The naval brigade, about 900 blue

COMMITS SUICIDE TODAY IN PAN! 


Paris, June 30—Edward Goering: of , friends and sent a message to his wife. 


Boston, a sign painter, fatally injured 
himself in a sensational attempt at 
suicide this morning on the avenue De 
La Bourdonnaise. 


He told a man he was going to kill 


himself, then, backed into the middle 
of the avenue, slashed his throat with 
a razor and started running, with 
gendarmes after him, slashing at his 
throat all the while. 


It took six men to hold him when he 


was captured three blocks away. 


He is at the hospital and when taken 


there caught hold of his throat, inserted 
his hand tn the lyound and tore at the 
vital portions. 


It is impossible for him to recover. 
He started in the business of sign 


painting at the exposition, was unsuc- 
cessful, and became despondent and 
was drinking absinthe. 


Last night he received a letter sup- 


posed to have been from Ms wife, as it 
was postmarked "North Adams, Mass," 
which ia her home. 


He immediately seemed to lose his 


reason. 


He was under the influence of ab- 


sinthe at the time of his attempt and 
he made several efforts to commit 
suicide during the night, but friends 
prevented him doing so. 


While on, the operating table he was 


conscious and said "Good bye" to his

the f oriten mlnlrteri left Peltln for Tien 
Tein via Pao Tin Pu on June 26. They 
had passports and were escorted by a 
strong body of Chinese'troopa. 


The adventures of the troops with Ad- 


miral Seymour, their reaching Anting, 
12 mile* from Petrtn, the decision to re- 
treat, th« capture of rice and imnwnw* 
store of modern arms and ammunition, 
affording material for a strenuous de- 
fense until relieved—all this is told in a 
dispatch from Admiral Seymour, re- 
ceived by the admiralty at midnight, 
•Which runs as follows: 
t 


"Tien Tsln, June 27. via Che Foo, June 


£9. 10:05 p. m.—Have returned to Tien 
Tsln with the forces, having be>en unable 
to reach Pekin by rail. On June 13 two 
attacks on the advaaeed guard were 
made by the Boxers, who were repulsed 
with considerable loss to them and none 
on our side. 


"On June 14 the Boxers attacked the 


train at Lang Yang In large numbers 
and with great determination. We re- 
pulsed them with a loss of about 100 
killed. Our loss were five Italians. 


"The same afternoon the Boxers at- 


tacked the British guard laft to protect 
Lofa station, Relnformecents were sent 
back and the enemy-were driven off with 
100 killed. Two of our seamen were 
wtounded. 


"We pushed forward to Anting- and 


engaged the enemy on June 13 and June 
14, inflicting a lose of 175. Tthere weie 
no casualties on our side. 


"Ex ensive destruction of the railway 


in ou front having made further ad- 
vance by rail impossible I decided on 
June 16 to return to Yang Tsun, where it 
was proposed to organize an advance 
by the rirar to Pekin. After my de- 
parture from Lang Yang two trains, left 
to follow on, were attacked on June 18 
by Boxers and imperial troops from 
Pekin, who lost from 400 to- BOO killed. 
Our casualties were six killed and 48 
wounded. These traine joined, me at 
Yang Tsun the same evejjing. 


"The railway at Yang Tsun was found 


entirely demolished and the trains, it is 
not believed, moved. The force bein-g 
short of provisions and hampered with 
wounded compelled us to withdraw on 
Tien Tsin, with which we had not been 
in communication for six days, and our 
supplies had been cut off. 
! 


"On June 19 the wounded, with necei- 


sarles, started by boat, the forces march- 
ing alongside ths river. Opposition wag 
experienced during the whole course of 
the river from nearly every village, the 
Boxers, when defeated in one village, 
retiring to the next and skilfully retard- 
ing our advance by occupying well se- ; 
lected positions, from which they had to 
be forced, often at the point of the 
bayonet and In the face of a galling fire 
dufficult to locate. 


"On June 23 we made p. night march, 


arriving at daybreak opposite the im- 
perial armory above Tien Tsin, wher«, 
after friendly advances, a treacherous 
heavy flre was opened while our men 
were exposed on the opposite river bank. 
The enemy were kept in check by rifle 
flre in front, while their position waa 
turned by a party of marines and sea- 
men under Major Johnson, who rushed 
and occupied one of the salient points, ' 
seizing the guns. The Germans, lower , 
down, silenced two guns and then | 
crossed the river and captured them, j 
Tne armory wa& next occupied by the ! 
combined forces. Determined attempts ! 
to retake the armory were made on the 
following day, but unsuccessfully.'

"Found immense stores of guns, arms 


and ammunition of the latest pattern. 
Several guns were mounted in our de- 
fense and shelled the Chinese fort» 
lower down. 


"Having found ammunition and rica 


we could have held out for some d'aya; 
but being hampered with large numbers 
of wounded, I sent to Tien Tsin for a 
relieving force, which arrived on the 
morning of June 25. The armory was 
evacuated and the forces arrived 
at 


Tien Tsin on June 26. We burned th« 
armory.

Distributive Trade Dull—Railroad Earnings 


Show Gain Over Last Year. 


New York, June 30.—Bradatreet'e says: 


Distributive trade is dull, seasonably so 
in most instances, and prices of manu- 
factured products are generally weak, 
but exceptions to the former are found i 
where crop conditions are exceptionally I 
promising, and in the case of prices I 
where the readjusting movement has 
been overdone on the down side. Rail- 
way earnings negative the early predic- 
tions of a widespread slump in business, 
ehowing, as they do, continued satisfiac- 
tory gains over a year ago. Clearings 
are smaller than of late, reflecting soma 
quieting down in speculation, but fall to 
show ai widening unfavorable margin as 
compared with last year. With the ex- 
ception of wheat, farm products gener- 
ally are higher in price, partly because 
of crop damage reports, but also because 
of sympathy with advances in many 
agricultural products. 


The upward rush of wheat prices 


culminated at the close of la&t week and 
the reactions and h-regularlty since, 
mainly due to heavy realizing, would 
point to the movement having been, tem- 
porarily at least, overdone. 


The industrial situation has been im- 


proved at Chicago by the practical col- 
lapse of the building trades' strike after 
22 weeks, during which $17,000,000 in 
wages have been lost by the men. Tha 
St. Louis strike is now practically a 
matter of history, though the boycott 
still continues, and the only unsatisfac- 
tory feature is the unsettled outlook as 
to wages in the Iron and steel trade and 
in the southern coal Industry. A rather 
better demand is noted for'lumber at 
•everal markets. 


The earnings of 61 roads for the third 


week of June aggregate $8,679,000, a gain 
of 10 percent over last year. Detailed 
dispatches show that relatively best re- 
ports come from west of the Missis- 
sippi and south of Minnesota. Cancel- 
lations of orders are reported numerous 
from the northern half of the spring 
wheat belt, and implement manufactur- 
ers are slow to buy Iron, owing1 to poor 
demand. Money Is in demand to move 
crops in the southwest. Minneapolis re- 
ports lumber mills closed for lack of 
logs:

THE CAR RAN AWAY 


Motorman Loses Control of the 


Brakes and Electric Carries 


Away Front of Store 


Boston, June 89.—"A ear of Oie Boston 


Elevated road, Inward bound, frorn 
the suburb of Brookline, ran away whlla 
coming down Mission hill, at Roxburj 
Crossing, Friday afternoon, and at th« 
foot of the hill, while going at the raU 
of probably 40 miles an hour, left tha 
tracks and struck the Olympia Market, 
carrying away the entire front of ths 
building in a mass of flying glass and 
wood, seriously injuring Motorman 
Thomas H. Grady of Roxbury, and Miss 
Lizzie Barrett, a passenger of Brooklme, 
and inflicting slight cuts and bruises 
upon 20 other passengers in the car. 


Motorman Grady was at the brake 


•when the car stopped, fully 40 feet 
within the market, and to his presence 
of mind is probably due the fact thai 
several were not killed. 
None of the 


injuries are serious, the flying glass 
causing most havoc in inflicting cuts 
about the heads of the passengers. 


The car, which was*large oae, started 


down the steep incline of Mission hill 
under perfect control, as several pas- 
sengers were taken on a short distance 
from the top. Probably by the breaking 
of a link of the chain, which engages tha 
winding post and controlls the brakes, 
the car gained headway rapidly, and in 
a moment it was moving at a frightful 
rate toward the viaduct under the rail- 
road bridge. 
It passed this in safety. 


but at a turn, in the track, the car le*< 
the rails, rattled across the pavements, 
mounted the curbstone, and striking tha 
market ploughed away 300 square feet 
of the building. When the car stopped 
it was completely buried in the market, 
and the motorman was vainly tugging 
at the brake. 
Ambulances and physi- 


cians were on the scene in a few mo- 
ments, and the injured were taken to ths 
city hospital, where attention was given 
them.

This sum is 
considered to be at least §450,000,000 
in excess of the manufactured prod- 
ucts of the United Kingdom and Ger- 
many, the chief competitors of the 
United States. The United Kingdom 
not many years ago held not only the 
ascendency in manufactured goods In 
the world, but the supremacy. The 
United States has encroached rapidly 
npon that position until in many great 
lines her products vastly exceed those 
of Great Britain, while in the total 
they are much ia excess. It took many 
years of th4.introduction of most im- 
proved methods, the application of 
highest skill and all the energy of our 
•Iron manufacturers to bring the pro- 
duction of pig iron up to that of our 
great competitor, but for several years 
the amount of production in the United 
States has led that of England. The 
latest returns for this country show 
a production of nearly 12.000,000 long 
tons of pig Iron, while the production 
for Great Britain for the same period 
,was 8,631,151 gross tons.

NEW USES FOR PEAT. 


Peat Bogs All Over the •World Will 


Now Have Enhanced Value. 


The investigation Into the properties 


of peat which Mr. Zschorner of Vienna 
has been making for the past 12 years 
have apparently shown that there are 
possibilities of utilizing it never before 
realized, says the New York Sun. At 
the exhibition In Vienna last year one 
of the buildings was furnished from 
top to bottom with the products of 
peat. The carpets on the floors, the 
curtains at the windows and the paper 
on the walls were all derived from this 
substance. 


Mr. Zschorner's Investigations have 


proved that though the fibers of the 
reeds and grasses of which peat is 
composed become altered in their phys- 
ical and chemical character they do 
not undergo any anatomical change. 
Nothing In the vegetation that is capa- 
ble of fermentation or decay Is left, 
but the fibrous structure remains In- 
tact 


It IB this fiber which Mr. Zschorner 


has been utilizing In various manufac- 
tures. The fabrics made of them are 
found to have the toughness of linen 
and the warmth of wool. The fibers 
themselves are very durable and elas- 
tic, are noncombnstible and noncon- 
ductors of heat It Is said there Is no 
textile fabric that cannot be -woven 
from them. Blankets made of them 
and used as coverings for horses and 
cattle are found to excel in warmth 
and cleanliness the coverings hereto- 
fore used. Several qualities of paper 
have been made. In fact, the variety 
of uses to which this new raw material 
has been put Indicate possibilities that 
may make the peat bogs of Ireland 
and of other countries much more val- 
uable than they have ever been before. 


For some years a great deal of peat 


has been used In England as stable 
litter in place of straw. The peat in- 
dustry for heating purposes is more 
valuable now than ever before. Per- 
haps the peat deposits In Holland are 
more extensively worked than else- 
where. Denmark also has a large peat 
Industry, and the works at Sparkjaer 
produce annually about 15,000 tons for 
local consumption at a profit of 90 
cents a ton. In many places In Ger- 
many peat Is the only substance used 
for heating. It is found available for 
this purpose wherever Its cost is not 
materially increased by transportation. 
It Is also turned to account as fertilizer 
and as building material, being used 
as a filler between walls In reservoirs 
and Icehouses. 


The principal use of peat Is still as 


fuel. One-seventh of Ireland Is cov- 
ered with peat bogs, and there are 
large tracts of peat lands In Scotland, 
England, Sweden, Russia and France. 
There is as yet no pe*t Industry of any 
Importance In North America, though 
there are peat deposits of considerable 
thickness extending nearly as far north 
as the arctic circle.

Burrowing; as It Is Performed by Vurtous 


Species of Mammals. 


Ventilation, or rather the want of it, 


must ho a difficulty in the underground 
life of almost all mammals. The rabbit 
and the rat secure a current of aid by 
forming a bolt hole in connection with 
*heir system of passages, but the fox, 
the badger and many of the field volea 
and mice seem indifferent to any Bucb, 
precaution. There is no doubt that 
whatever gave the first impulse to bur- 
tow, many animals look upon this, to 
us most unpleasant exertion, as a form 
of actual amusement It also confers a 
right of property. 


Prairie dogs constantly set to work to 


dig holes merely for the love of tha 
thing. If they cannot bave a suitable 
place to exercise their talent in, they 
will gnaw into boxes or chests of draw- 
ers, and there burrow, to the great det- 
riment of the clothes therein contained. 
In an inclosed prairie dog "town" they 
have been known to mine until the su- 
perincumbent earth collapsed and buried 
the greater number. A young prairie 
dog, let loose in a email, gravel floored 
house, instantly dug a hole large enough 
to sit in, turned round in it and bit tha 
firat person who attempted to touch 
him. Property gave him courage, for 
before he had been as meek as a mouse. 


It is noticeable that tho two weakest 


and least numerous of our mice, tha 
dormouse and the harvest mouse, do not 
burrow, but make nests, and that these 
do not multiply or maintain their num- 
bers, like the burrowing mice and voles. 
But the fact that there are members of 
very closely allied species, some of 
which do burrow, while others do not, 
seems to indicate that the habit is an 
acquired one. 


In this connection it is worth noting 


that many animals which do not bur- 
row at other times form burrows in 
which to conceal and protect their 
young, or, if they do burrow, make a 
different kind of a more elaborate char- 
acter. Among these nursery burrows 
are those of the dog, the fox and sand- 
martin, the kingfisher and the shel- 
drake. Foxhound litters never do so 
well as when the mother is allowed to 
make a burrow on the sunny side of a 
straw stack. In time she will work this 
five or six feet into the stack and keep 
the puppies at the far end, while she 
lies in the entrance. Vixens either dig 
or appropriate a clean burrow for their 
cubs, -which is a natural habit, or, at 
any rate, ona acquired previously to the 
use of earth by adult foxea.—London 
Spectator.

BRYAN AND CHINA 


The mugwump Boston Herald, which 


is as often in the armw Of Bryan as in 
any other embrace has set itself to 
thinking about the Chinese problem 
and its relation to the national cam- 
paign. It cannot get away from the 
fact that our interests and those of 
Great Britain are ;.ientlcal, but believes 
that it might prove politically embar- 
rassing for McKindey to cooperate with 
this power ia maintaining China's in- 
tegrity and the open door policy. It 
says: 


But to Join with England, even in the 


defence of what is manifestly our own 
intrests, would be a proceeding which 
could not fail to prtxvoke hostile politi- 
cal criticism, and, no doubt, in the 
coming campaign the changes would be 
rung, in speeches made on the stump. 
upon the surrender which the United 
States has made to our hereditary ene- 
mies, the English. This is a condition 
of affairs which the administration will, 
no doubt, do all that it can to avoid, 
and In so doing it may render less 
effective than it otherwise would be the 
influence -which we could and. should 
exert in determining the future of 
China. 


We horoe and we believe the latter 


part of the Herald's delivery will not 
come true; Yet it would not be wise 
to risk all for what we may have an 
<opportunity to do in China. Still it is 
worth risking a lot for., and the ad- 
ministration is likely to do what seems 
best and trust to the people as it has 
done in the matter of our new posses- 
sion. But the Herald takes up Bryan 
in this connection: 


The statement which has come from 


the west that Mr. Bryan has sug- 
gested the Ineorporati'om in the Kansas 
city platform 
of a strong protest 


against the sending of American troops 
to China, is, if true, an indication on 
his part of an inability to properly 
gauge American public sentiment. The 
American people could be depended 
upon to administer a most telling re- 
buke on an administration which fail- 
ed, in a crieis such as this that is now 
upon ns, to defend the lives and prop- 
erty of American merchants, mission- 
aries and diplomatic representatives by 
the employment of every means that it 
had at its command. No one can ac- 
cuse President McKinley and his ad- 
ministration of acting in too precini- 
tate a manner; the only criticism pos- 
eible is that, in view of the danger to 
•which American citizens have been ex- 
posed, sufficiently prompt action has 
not been taken. * * * If Mr. Bryan 
thinks that he can render himself and 
liis party popular by advocating 'in the 
national platform a cowardly abdica- 
tion of official responsibility, he is mak- 
ing one of those blunder which, if ser- 
sisted in, is likely in itself to lead to a 
humiliating defeat. President McKin- 
ley and the republican party leaders 
could not ask for greater good fortune 
than would be accorded to them if the 
democrats at their national convention 
authoritatively announced that it was 
inot the dut"r of the executive of this 
nation to protect the livrs of American 
citizens in foreign and partly civilized 
countries; but, on the contrary, if 
! (trouble arose in these far-off places, 
th«*e citizens should be left to shift 


1 for themselves, even though suoh an 
abandonment resulted in wholesale 
massacre.

tut-wiU be UD to when the flirecrackers 
l>egin to explode and suggest things 
Chinese to his Nebraskan brain. But 
lie would simply be consistent if he 
Dictated a plank against intereference 
In China's rebellion to protect Ameri- 
can citizens. Besides he must not give 
tis consent to the American ri<rht to so 
protect her citizens in China for then it 
•vVould appear, as it never appeared be- 
fore, what a valuable possession the 
Philippines are. Valuable, not in a 
morvey or trad* senae, but valuable as 
a base from which the American nation 
«iay draw to defend her treaty rights 
und preserve a peace that will insure 
the safety of Americano in the emnire 
of the Boxers.

the effect that a town in southern Berk- 
shire was considering the plan of sprmk 
ling its macadam roads with oil, to 
lay the dust permanently. And he in- 
stantly decided never to ride his wheel 
through that town. For it is the ex- 
perience of those who have lived in 
regions where oil was used, that rub- 
ber is quickly eaten into and destroy- 
ed by the oil, and bicycle tires are fair- 
ly expensive. 


* * * * 


The last report of the state board of 


education contain some figures' of in- 
terest, showing the cost of the schools 
per pupil in the various cities of th'j 
state. 
These figures show that the 


cities of the western part of the state 
pay a comparatively low amount, 
while those in the eastern part of the 
state pay much more. The average for 
the state is about $25.22 per pupil. And 
yet the following are the figures for 
three cities in western Massachusetts- 
North Adams, $18.57; Pittsfield, $16.94: 
Northampton!, $19.52. It will be seen 
that the amount paid per pupil in this 
city is far below the average, while 
Pittsfield is among the lowest in the 
state. 
Brockton is the only city in 


eastern Massachusetts where less than 
$20 per pupil is paid, the figures there 
being $19.64. Brookline pays the most 
of any place in the state, $33.75.

that has been shown by experience, 
that recruiting business is almost al- 
ways poorer m summer than in winter.

for Li Hung Chang, not lie-hung- 
ohang; peh-king for Fekira, not peek- 
111; shahng-hah-hee for Shanghai, not 
5hang-high; 
tsoong-lee-yahmen 
for 


f sung Li Yamen, not tsung He yaymen 
md so on. Under the second rule Tien 
Tsin is pronounced teeyen tslnn, ac- 
centing the yen syllable; not teen tsin. 
General Nieh's name is Neeyeh. The 
Chinese coin tael is not tale, but tah- 
tUe pronounced quickly. Yun-nan fu is 
yoon-nahn-foo, not yuan-fyu. 
In like 


manner all words are pronounced with 
syllable distinctness and with uniform 
vowel sound. Under the third rule the 
province name Szechuan is sounded, 
not zekuan, but nearly as aehchooahn, 
touching the echoo very lightly; Ngan- 
hwei as inggahnghoowayee, dropping 
the Initial I sound; Lian-tong penin- 
sula is leeahoo-tong and the Germain 
possession Klau Chau la Keeahoo 
Qhahoo. 


However, without multiplying 
ex- 


amples, the reader of news from, much- 
troubled far east will find his way 
through the many difficult names he is 
to meet In his reading In the near fu- 
ture, with sufficient safety, If he- will 
but observe the three simple rules here 
given for their correct pronunciation.

The Chinese empire furnishes an ex- 


cellent illustration of Herbert Spencer's 
Dictum that !).n autocratic government 
'fosters secret societies, says the New 
|York Sun. In a popular government, 
iwbere the national policy is shaped by 
public opinion, freedom at speech de- 
'prives the secret society of its very 
reason for being, and where citizens 
of a republic form a secret association 
it must 'be from the pure love of se- 
crecy. 


The-gov-ernment -of China Is paternal, 


but not of 'necessity despotic, the the- 
ory being that it is the pleasure of the 
emperor to care tor his people as a fa- 
ther for his children and that he will 
give patient heed to all complaints 
from his subjects, which, according to 
(the emperor Wouti of the Han dynas- 
ty, Is one of the most valuable sources 
of a sovereign's information. 


The imperial government is paternal, 


but the rule of the mandarins is rather 
that of a stepfather. And so from the 
earliest times China has been, as it is 
now, honeycombed by secret societies. 
Indeed popular plottings in secret serve 
the same purpose in China as does the 
ballot box in our own country; they 
answer the people's will in framing the 
national policy and changing the na- 
tional head. Not that such societies 
are always revolutionary or even po- 
litical, for they are often social or re- 
ligions, and y.et, like the Society For 
Gazing on the Moon, than which noth- 
ing could appear more innocuous, or- 
ganizations originally social are some- 
times used to accomplish the most mo- 
tueiitous political revolutions. 


The first of these associations of 


whifch we have record is the Crimson 
Eyebrows. 
Immediately before the 


beginning of the Christian era the 
great Hap dynasty, which had ruled 
China for 200 years and was to rule 
for 200 more, was temporarily under a 
cloud, formed by a too powerful min- 
ister named Wang Maug, who made 
and deposed emperors at his will and 


J permitted each monarch to ^retain the 


crown only so long- as it served the 
ambition of the minister, until, having 
by long practice become proficient in 
the art of creating Sons of Heaven, he 
brought forth his masterpiece A. D. 0 
by himself assuming the purple, or, 
more acciirately, the yellow. 


The new emperor had to meet rebel- 


lion on all sides, but was able to do so 
successfully, and executions followed 
his victorious arms until it seemed that 
to oppose the usurper was to court 
'death. Here was a legitimate oppor- 
tunity for the Chinaman's genius for 
conspiracy. Fas Chong, an adherent 
of the Hans, oi'ganized a band in the 
province of Shangtung which quickly 
grew into an army said to number 
200,000 men. Each member of the 
band had his eyebrows painted crim- 
son to signify that he dedicated the 
last drop of his blood to the cause, and 
It was without doubt this symbolism, 
BO effective upon the childish mind of 
half civilized man, which determined 
the issue of the conquest. The 400,000 
flery eyes struck terror Into the sol- 
diers of Wang Mang and brought in- 
spiration to the forces of Han, and the 
usurper was defeated and slain. 


The curse of China has been the In- 


dolence of Its emperors, who have too 
often resigned all po«»er Into the bands 


i of ministers or the empress. 
Llngtl 


I <A. D. 108-190) of the Hans left the 


country to tho mlsgovernmc-nt of eu- 
nucuM of the palace. Then was formed

headdress of Imperial yellow did not 
command the success which bad at- 
tended the dragotfa crfmeon eye, and 
after a lew Intttal victories the Tallow 
Bonnets mat defcwt.aod extinction at 
the hands of LlnjjtFs generals. 


In 1279, ajtffi- a desperate struggle of 


nearly half a cwtwrar, China passed 
under the rule of'-we -Moasolff, and 
Eablat Earn, the , 8t*jo«Mor of toe 
great Gertfbji, ftuindBd'>ioe-Yuon dy- 
nasty. Tbe OMnaqe wre1D08t unw»ll- 
tog subjects, and a|tpr a" mile of 90 
years-the forelgnsrs'were drtren back 
across the northern border whence 
they had come. Strange to say, the 
leader of the patriots was a Buddhist 
monk, and one most powerful factor 
in accomplishing the happy result waa 
the Society For Gazing on the Moon, 
The ostensible purpose of this associa- 
tiou was to promote the worship of the 
queen of heaven, end, whether any- 
'thing more Inimical to the reigning 
hotisa than tfils most innocent diver- 
sion was intended by the founders of 
the society Is not known. The Chinese 
dignify the most trivial affairs of life 
with sentiments borrowed from the 
ancients and cover the most dangerous 
conspiracies with the moral precepts 
of Oonfoclus. Whatever Its original 
purpose, the society became a potent 
ally to the political plotters who were 
striving- to restore a native rule to the 
empire. 
The annual festival for the 


•worship of the moon became a gather- 
Jng of conspirators, and ttie cakea 
•which It was the custom to eat In hon- 
or of the ranar goddess were made to 
do duty as envoys most extraordinary. 
LA summons to rise against the Mongols 
pn a set day was inclosed In the cakes, 
[which were seat from place to place 
[throughout the empire. 


We hear nothing of finch societies 


'during the succeeding Ming dynasty, 
Irat with the Mantchoo conquest in 


1644 the secret conclave was revived 
with increased vigor. The Maotchoos 
End Chinese have never amalgamated 
and have hardly mingled. 
The con- 


quered still regard the conquerors aa 
an inferior race oftfmrtmrians. Every 
large town has its Mantchoo city and 
its Chinese city, and In every town 
there is a Mantchoo garrison. The 
native brotherhood, which has, under 
various names, religiously set itself 
to the task of ousting the Mantchoo, or 
Ts'ing, dynasty, was -attended in Ita 
origin by a miracle. The Emperor 
Yung Ching (172^-35) directed or al- 
lowed severe persecution against both 
Christianity and Buddhism, and in one 
of the religious outbreaks the Shaolin 
Buddhist monastery waa sacked and 
burned, and many of the monks were 
killed. 
A_, few 
escaped, breathing 


vengeance; against the house, of Ts'ing, 
and in their Sight caste to a stream 
where t&ey stopped to (juepcb their 
thirst. Having cooled their throats, 
but not, It would seem, their imagina- 
tions, they saw floating on the water a 
china censer, which, being recovered, 
was found to^bear this legend: "Over- 
tJboV.itlje TsHag-£and restore the 
Ming!" They straightway determined 
to obey the command thus miraculous- 
ly conveyed, and, mixing their blood 
with wine, they drank to the destruc- 
tion of the Mantchoos. Thus was form- 
ed the Water Lily sect, which has 
been the mother of all the secret socle- 
ties, except that of the Boxers, which 
have threatened the rule of the Mant- 
choos and endangered the v«ry exist- 
ence of the empire during the present 
century. 


The long reign of Klen Lung, the 


wisest of the Mantchoo rulers, gave 
little cause and no opportunity for ag- 
gressive action on the part of the new 
brotherhood, but in the reign of his 
successor, Kla King, outbreaks occur- 
red in Shangtung province under the 
direction of the White Water Lilies, 
and In 1803 the assassination of the 
emperor was openly attempted In the 
streets of Peking. 
The outrage was 


rightly or wrongly charged to the 
White Water Lilies, and an edict was 
published making death the penalty 
for membership. This penalty was, to 
some extent, avoided by changing the 
name of the association as often as the 
necessity arose. 
It was called the 


T'heen te Hwuy (The Celesto-Terres- 
trial society, or the Society That 
Unites Heaven and Earth) and later 
the San ho Hwui (The Society of the 
Three United), from which comes the 
name Triads, by which the society 
has been most commonly known. The 
"three united" are heaven, earth and 
man. Another name was Hung Kia, 
or Flood Family, signifying that its 
membership should overflow the land. 
'A new society also arose in the reign 
of Kia King known as the Green Wa- 
ter Lilies. 


Under various names and sometimes 


tinder none the operations of the soci- 
ety were carried on with remarkable 
vigor and daring. 
Insurrections con- 


tinued during the reign of Kla King, 
and In ISIS aaSSber unsuccessful at- 
tempt was made upon the life of the 
emperor. There was little open activ- 
ity during the next reign, that of Tau- 
kwang (1820-50), but the Triads were 
quietly fomenting the great Taiping 
rebellion, which in 1850 plunged China 
into a civil war lasting 15 years, which 
was finally quelled with the help of 
General "Chinese" Gordon. The Tri- 
ads have since been dormant, if not 
dead, yet their spirit was reincarnated 
for a time in the Kolao Hwui, a soci- 
ety formed of veterans of the Imperial 
troops who had been engaged against 
the Taipings. Unlike their predeces- 
sors, however, they attacked not the 
Mantchoos, but the white foreigners 
and occasioned tfei rising against the 
whites in 1S89 ay£ 1800. 


The avowed purpose of the Triads 


was the dethronement of the Ts'ings, 
but the meaiboi&Lip was drawn mainly 
from the dregs of society, and their 
practical activity lay largely along the 
line of burglary, robbery and murder, 
and In all the vicissitudes of their dan- 
gerous calling they were faithful to 
each other and to their oath. 
Their 


motto was: 


The blessing reciprocally ttmr^ 
The woe reciprocally bear. 


Tho impressive ceremonies attending 


their Initiation were conducive to fidel- 
ity. In the dead of night the novice 
was brought before the assembly, of tea 
gathered In the depths of a forest, and 
as a preliminary cer»saony was obliged 
to prick his finger with a silver needle, 
allowing tho blood to drip into a bowl 
of wine, which he then drank. 
The 


written oath, consisting of 20 parts,

ance. The novice was,then made to 
"cross the bridge," which consisted la 
his standing underneath two natod 
swords hela over Ws heffd by two 
brothers, while the^presldiug officer or 
elder brother heard him reaffirm his 
allegiance. 
The new member then 


wrung off a cock's head, saying, "Thus 
may I perish if the secret I divulge." 


Although the Chinese are noted for 


their untrutbfulness, few have broken 
this oath. 
The penalty for treachery 


was, of course, death, Inflicted by one 
or more members chosen for the mis- 
sion, as Is the custom with the Russian 
nihilists. 
Like the Freemasons, the 


brethren were able to make themselves 
known to each other by secret signs 
and passwords and could thus commu- 
nicate among a crowd without exciting 
suspicion. One of their signs was the 
picking up an object with three fingers, 
signifying the "three united" of the 
Triads. Peaceful andr tlmfd subjects 
were forced to join- by means of Blatters 
threatening death as the penalty for 
refusal, and travelers were often kld- 
nap.ed on the highway and initiated 
out of hand. 


The Triads are no more, and thia 


present breed of Boxers seems to be 
entirely different In origin and purpose.

Legislature Takes Final Action Just in 


Time to Avoid Serious Complica- 


tions. Boston and 
Albany 


Lease Set far Monday 


Inl the legislature yesterday the Pitch- 


burg lease bill passed the senate and 
passed to be enacted in the house after 
a lively time to secure the presence of 
legislators enough, as described in yes- 
terday's telegraphic news. 
The bill 


finally passed both branches and was 
sent to the g-overnor in time to avoid 
the law points which were dreaded if it 
went over beyond July 1, when the 
lease is to take effect. 


When the lease bill was reached in 


the senate Mr Tolman of Berkshire of- 
fered an amendment relating to joint 
rates He declared this the most im- 
portant measure before .the legislature, 
in comparison, with which the Boston 
and Albany "is not in it." He declared 
the policy of the state has been square- 
ly against consolidation of comnetine 
lines terminating in Boston. The pro- 
tests of thousands of shippers and of 
competing roads should be regarded. 
The state has spent between 520,000.000 
and $30,000,0000 for the Hooosac tunnel, 
and now it is proposed to nracticallv 
throw all ita benefits away for §150,000 
interest on the $5,001,000 gold bonds the 
state is to get by t/iis lease. If Presi- 
dent Tuttle of the Boston and Maine 
should live 99 years this amendment 
might not be needed. ±5ut in view of 
possible changes, this amendment is 
needed to protect the public, by provid- 
ing a tribunal to which appeal can. be 
made. 
He did not oppose the lease. 


He wanted it to go, but he wanted the 
iron hand of the law put into the bill 
to pi oteet the public. T*he lease is con- 
trary to the charier of the Fitchbure- 
road which provided that there shall 
never be any consolidation of its lines. 


The amendment when put to a, vote 


secured only Mr. Tolman's support. 


The Boston and Albany lease will be 


taken up in the house ion Monday, and 
there will be much more opposition 
than to the Fitchburg lease. One of 
the most prominent a.rid conservative 
republicans believes that the bill ought 
to be opposed strenuously on two 
grounds, and amendments insisted UD- 
on in. the public interest. One is that 
the time should be shortened from 99 
years to 33. The life of one gen •»"."*'on 
is as long, he says, as this lease ouirhf 
ito run, 'efsT^ecSallyi considiering" hov.' 
rapidly business conditions are chang- 
ing. If the lease is good, it will be 
easy to renew it but if it Is in need 
of change, then opportunity will be af- 
forded. The other change he thinks 
imperative is in the amo>unt of divi- 
dends guaranteed. Here is a guarantee 
of 8 per oetit, but the rate of interest on 
average investments is 4 per cent, or 
lower, and it may be below 3 per cent 
before this lease expires. Kates must 
be maintained high enough for the 8 
per cent, while the public has no such 
advantage. These two nowits are be- 
• o-.-ed to be especially objectionable.

SAVED BY CAPTAIN WHIPPLE 


Town Besieged by Filipinos Relieved 


b> Local Officer's Troops 


A copy of The American, published at 


Manila, of the date of May 9,-lias been 
received in this ctty, which gives an 
account from Hollo, of an action in 
which Captain R. A. Whlpple took a 
conspicuous part. The Insurgents at- 
tacked the American garrison at Bar- 
otac, in the province of Iloilo, the place 
being held by a garrison of only 20 
men. 
The insurgents in large numbers 


surrounded the place on all sides, and 
opened fire. Word of the affair was 
brought to Captain Whipple, in com- 
mand of Company L of the 26th regi- 
ment. The account continues as fol- 
lows: 


"In less time than, it takes to tell it 


company L, under Captain Reuben A. 
Whipple, were marching on the double 
quick to the rescue of the beieagured 
garrison. Captain Whipple and his 
men encountered the enemy near the 
ford of the river, and for the next 20 
minutes the Krr.£ Jorgensen rifles of 
Company L got in their deadly work. 
The rebels were beaten, and they fled 
leaving many dead and wounded be- 
hind them., 


"But Captain Whipple did not stop 


to ascertain 'the extent of the victory 
nor did he pause to count the enemy's 
loss. As soon as the foe in front of 
him was scattered he passed on as fast 
as he could to Baratoc. The insur- 
gents around Baratoc were warned of 
the approach of the American rein- 
forcements, and instantly raising the 
seige, they stayed not on the order of 
their running away." 


The dispatch says that the insur- 


gent force numbered about 350 and that 
over 60 were killed at the ford and at 
Baratoc. 


THIS YEAR'S FIRECRACKERS 


Chinese Trouble 
Does 
Not Effect 


Prices. Five Cents a Package 


The trouble in China will not affect 


the price of fireworks for Independence 
day. A dealer in fireworks in Troy said, 
to the Troy Times yesterday that the 
Chinese disturbances 
have 
slightly 


raised the wholesale price of fire- 
crackers in New York city, but that 
outside dealers had purchased their 
stocks for Independence day in ad- 
vance, and retail prices will not be 
changed. 


"Only the small firecrackers are im- 


ported in any great number from China 
now," 
he said, "It is not possible .to 


compete with the Chinese in the manu- 
facture and sale of the ordinary size, 
such as the small boy buys in pack- 
ages for five cents. They are made by 
hand, and the process is slow and la- 
borious. The Chinese work for low 
wages, and it is possible for the manu- 
facturers in that country to turn them 
out so that they can sell them at twenty 
cents a package. No American manu- 
facturer could do that, because he could 
not obtain the cheap labor. 


"There are forty packs in a box and 


each box weighs six pounds. The duty 
rate is six cents a pound, making the 
tariff on each box thirty-six cents, six- 
teen cents more than the original cost 
to the importer. Added to this cost are 
the freight and cartage charges, leav- 
ing a small margin of profit, as the 
crackers are sold here for $1 a box. 


"All the 'cannon crackers' sold in this 


country are made in American fac- 
tories. They are cheaper than the 
Chinese cannon crackers, owing to the 
heavy duty. 


"The price of the small firecrackers 


this year is five cents a package. Any 
crackers offered at a price under that 
amount are worthless. 
They will be 


found to have short stems and to be 
short in weight." 


The Wide Tire Law 


The wide-tire law, passed by the leg- 


islature, provides that on and after 


j January 1,1902, "It shall be unlawful, 


except as provided in section, 4 of this 
act, to use upon any road, street or 
way in this commonwealth a 
drafc 


wagon or cart having tires of iron or 
steel, or any substance equally hard, 
which are less in width than on; and 
one-half times- the diameter of the axle, 
measured at the shoulder thersof; but 
in no case shall a tire more than four 
inches in width be required, and wag- 
ons and carts built with wooden or 
hollow axles shall have tires not less- in 
width than the diameter of the axle, 
mea%.ired at the shoulder thereof. 


"This act shall apply to all wagons 


| and carts the axles of which are two 


inches or more in diameter, measured 
as aforesaid, and to all stage coaches, 
tally-ho coaches, barges and other 
passenger vehicles not built to run on 
iron1 or steel rails and constructed to 
carry pjght or mnre persons." 


The fourth section states that the 


act shall not -apply to wagons or other 
vehicles owned and used in the state 
on January 1, 1902. The penalty for 
violation of the law is a fine not ex- 
ceding ?100. 


LIBRARIANS 113 SESSION 


Annual Meeting of Wes'ern Massachu- 


setts Association Held 


The annual meeting of the Western 


Massachusetts1 Library club was held 
in Shelburne Falls yesterday. An ad- 
dress of welcome was given by D. W. 
Wllcox, president of the trustees of 
Arms library. The response was by J. 
C. Dana of the Springfield library, who 
presided at the sessions. 


Two inquiries have been conducted 


by the association during the year. 
One as to the causes of book takers in 
selecting books and one as to what is 
being done to take books to localities 
where there are no libraries. The first 
inquiry has not been very successful. 
In regard to the second it seems that 
there are only four associations in the 
state that send out books at the ex- 
pense of the libraries to people away 
from the locality. There are five asso- 
ciations that send out books at the ex- 
pense of takers. The report of the 
treasurer showed little money on hand. 
There are seventy libraries in tiie 
western Massachusetts association. 


An effort is to be made to issue a 


handbook in connection with the Mas- 
sachusetts association that will give 
needed information. Papers were read 
by W. I. Fletcher of Amhcrst, and Miss- 
Alice Shepard and Mrs. E. N. Lane of 
Springfield in relation to the age-limits 
for book takers and its effects. 
The 


discussion tended toward making this 
limit lower.
